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- Virtuous Retirement is undoubtedly a very defir- 
able Condition ; but I apprehend a Condition not 
eafily procured by thofe who lay their Mifdeeds at 
the Threfhold of Power, who expatiate on the 
Malignity of the People, and who pretend their 
great Detfigns for the public Good have been marred 
by the Fatality of Events. Thofe Defigns, if 
fuch were, have indeed been marred; and fatal to 
the Commonwealth has been, and moft fatal may 
be, the Event: But by whom this Event has been 
produced, by thofe in, or thofe out of, Power ; let 
Common Senfe determine, : - 
What a Jeft would it be to hear a Statefman, 
who infolent in Power had become contemptible 
divefted of it, inveigh with the fevereft Acrimony 
againft what he had formerly purfued with an Eager- 
nefs, of which fuch a Mind as his own could only 
be capable? The poor perblind Thing cou!'d not be- 
hold the illuftrious Dazzle without Pariicipation : 
Like the AZeth, he play’d about the Flamc; ’till at 
laft in he went: O the unfufferable Blaze! His 
Wings were finged, and down he fell precipitant ; 
when, initead of hisown guilty Folly, he curfes 
the innocent Flame. This is pretty much the Cafe 
with thee who declaim againft the Power they have 
unequally fuftained. After it has proved too ardu- 
ous for their weak Direction, then how delicious is 
a private Life, freed from the Contention of the 
ambitious World! 


O fortunatos nimium fua fi bona norint 
Agricolas! 


But yet, without a Spirit of Divination, one may 
obferve thefe poor Creatures ftill fecretly hankering 
after what Nature hath denied them, and for which 
Experience hath alfo demonftrated them altogether 
unfit. 

To refume the Metaphor: I have heard of a | 
Species of A/oths, (’twas either among the Hotten- 
tots or in Lapland) that could endure the Fire for 
feveral Years together; That a Crack now-and- 
then however portended the utter Deftruction 
the Fire was capable of ; and that, notwithftanding 
this, the ftupid Infeéts would not be warned, but 
perfitted in the fame Element ’till they were inevit- | 
ably confumed. From this laft Circumftance, the 
Gentlemen (thenaSea-Surgeon) who communicated 
the Story to me, was of Opinion, thefe Infeéts had no 
Nerves, and confequently no common Senfory, or 
as the common Expreffion_is, that they had no 
Brains or Senfe of Feeling. My Correfpondent 
promifed me further Satistaction concerning this 
Prodigy, by afluring me, he would not only fend 
me the Skeleton of one of them analyfed by himéfelf, 
but a whole perfeét Infeét, both which (if I thought 
proper) I might prefent the Royal Society. But 
(from what Accident I am yet to learn) I have fince 
neither heard of my Friend or his Infeéts ; which 
is the only Reafon, the Philofophical Tranfaétions 
have not been enriched with fo eminent a Curiofity. 

Now thould any Species of our Potentialifts, as 
thefe fenfelefs Adoths the Fire, endure uninterrupted 
Hiffings, unanimous Contempt, and general Hatred, 
without receding from the Poft of Odium, would 
not a political Anatormift declare them without 
the common Senfory, the Brain? —Would not he 

ronounce them as dull and fenfelefs as the Lapland 
Reptiles ? Iam too compaffionate to prefs an An- 
fwer. 

From what has been faid, and from all Experience, 
it will appear, That it is the U/e of Power that 
gives Rewards or Punifhments, Honour or Infamy, 
Happinefs or Mifery, to the Minifter of it: And | 
that ’tis wretched Folly to aflert the contrary. -— 

This will naturally lead us into a Confideration 
of this Ufe, for which indeed Propriety would often- 
tentimes fubftitute Abufe, of Power: But not to 











invade the Critic’s Province, we leave the Adjuft- 
ment of Words tohim ; while wecontent ourfelves 
in purfuing the Idea. I fay, How fhall we afcertain 
to ourfelves the right U/e of Power? Not by cager- 
ly gaping after it, I prefume. But if we are to 
examine Things narrowly, fhall we not difcover the 
grand Caufe of Error in Power, centering in Jgno- 
rance and Ambition? Have we not found the Clue, 
by which we may fafely inveftigate the Labyrinth 
of Folly ? Ignorance and Ambition ! Two dangerous 
Allies they are! If a Man carry thefe into Power 
with him, he need not fear they'll forfake him 
there: Nor is the mightieft Mifchief unaccountable, 
if he be affifted by fuch mighty Colleagues. 

It would then appear reafonable, unlefs indeed 
Mifchief was the deligned Bulinefs, to feparate Jens- 
rance and Ambition, previous to, fince it cannot be 
done confequent of, an Exaltation into Power.— 
Let us look into common Life, and we fhall fee 
throughout fome Preparation, more or lefs, nece- 
flary to the perfect Conftruction of the meaneft 
Handicraft. A Taylor, a Shoemaker, a Hatter, 
&c. would be unanimous in Opinion, that their 
noble Arts are not be acquired to a Dexterity under 
the Practice of Seven Years. More liberal Av 
allowed Eight. And will it be faid, that the plan- 
ning a Negociation is not more difficult than the 
cutting out a Coat, that the adapting public Mea- 
fures to the public Intercft is like fitting an eafy 
Shoe, or that it requires no greater Skill to defend 
the whole Community from Injury than to make a 
Hat to defend one of them from the Weather ? — 
It muft be confefs’d, that thofe who are concerned 
for the Honcur of the above Crafts have had a good 
deal to fay in their Superiority, lily drawing their 
Conclufions from the political Tranfactions of late 
Years: But when they were told, as a Plea in Bar, 
that thofe political TranfaGtions were not perform’d 
by Statefmen, with all their Cunning they were 
quite confounded into Silence. 

Hence we may infer, that Preparation is not al- 


“re 


| together impertinent in the forming a Statefman, 


whatever ContradiGtion this Notion may receive 
from Lovers of Precedent: That a due Difpenfa- 
tion of Power is the Effect of that Preparation, & 
vice verfa ; and that he who afpires above his Qua- 
lification, fince his Elevation muft hurt his Country, 
ought to be firft ridiculed and then punifhed for his 
guilty Ambition, 

Having acquired an adequate Knowlege of Man- 
kind, of the Laws and Cuftoms of the Common- 
wealth, of the Interefts and the Habits of foreign 
Nations, of Univerfal Hiftory, enriched with a 
competent Share of claffical Learning, with a gene- 
ral Notion of the fine Arts;—-With thefe acquired 
joined to natural Abilities, a Man may, without 
Prefumption, ftand Candidate for the Poft of Ho- 
nour in the Community. Unlefs he can thus equip 
himfelf, if he has the Helm in view, it would be 
moft advifeable in him to defift: It would be much 
more prudent in him to mind his Cricket ; and he 
may then boaft the Happinefs of being an obfcure 
Blockhead, while he has avoided the Stigma of a 
public one. 

But to thofeW retches who aé& againft Conviction, 
who fee the Ruin their Ambition or Venality is 
brooding, what can we fay to them ? How can we 
mend the Heart that is rotten, or the Head that is 
bereft of Virtue? Leave them to God and their Fate. 

I fhall conclude with a Quotation from my Lord 
Bollingbroke, it will be of hatle Ufe to recommend 
to the Notice of thefe Men: 

** When Men apply their ‘Talents to evil Pur-¢, 
pofes, when they ftrive to be great and defpife beingt & 
good, they commit a moft facrilegious Breach ype 

ruft; they pervert the Means, they defeat, as 
as lies in them, the Defigns of Providence, and Ae 
tu:b, in fome fort, the Syftem of infinite Wifdoky”

Lait Monday Night a Fire broke out in a Serge 
Warehoufe, at Coiton’s Wharf, and the Flames 
foon communicated themfelves to a Warehoufe of 
Red Oakum, and from thence to another Ware 
houfe filled with Bays and Flannels all which were 
entirely confumed, with three Dwelling Houfes, 
two Stables, in which three Horfes were burnt, a 
Warehoufe, in which was lodged a large Quantity 
of Allum, four Compting Houfes, and other Offices. 
It is computed that upwards of 4000 Pieces of 
Serges, Bayes and Flannels, have been deftroyed, 
befides other merchantile Goods, the Damage of 
which is computed at leaft at 40000]. it likewile 
burnt the Rigging of two Ships; the Flames had 
nearly communicated themfelves to the other fhip- 
ping, but they luckily being afloat, flipt their An- 
chors and efcaped. 

Laft Sunday a melancholy Accident happened at 
Shepperton; two Bricklayers who were both in 
Liquor, {tripped off their Cloaths to wath them- 
felves in a fmall River that runs by that Town, one 
of them had not been in many Minutes when he 
difappeared, and remained under Water for a con- 
fiderable Time, which alarmed the Speator 
his Companion fearched for him and brought hin 
out, but he was quite dead; They attempted to 
bleed him but without fuccefs, there was no Ap- 
pearance of Life. He has left behind him a Wife 
and a numerous Family. 

A few Days ago a Perfon who keeps a Haber- 
dafher’s Shop near Monmouth-ftreet, being under 
fome Difcontent of Mind, went down into his 
back Seller, locked the Door and hanged himélf, 





but ftruggling very much alarmed a Woman who 
lives in the Fore Celler, who by a Hole in the 
Partition faw his Condition, and immediately ac- 
quainted a Neighbour therewith, who immediately 
forced through the Cellar Window and cut him 
down. He no fooner came to himfelf, than feeing 
the Knife which had done him the friendly Office, 
fnatched up the fame, and threatned to ftab the Per- 
fon to whom he owed his Life for fruftrating his 
Intentions. This is faid to be the third Attempt 
he has made on his own Life. ’ 

A few Days fince as Conftable, _Efq; a 
Gentleman of a large Eftate in Leicefterfhire, was 
going in his Chaife from Leicefter to vifit a Gentle- 
man who lived fome {mall Diftance from him, a 
favourite Dog, that he ufually took with him in 
the Chaife, fuddenly became furly, fnappifh, and 
troublefome, and Mr. Conftable ftruck dim; upon 
which the Dog feized him by the Cheek, and 
faftened a confiderable Time, till the Gentlemin 
recolleéting his Piftols, (which he always travelled 
with) took one of them and fhot the Dog. His 
Face was miferably torn, and he is now under the 
Care of a Surgeon. 

Yeiterday {e’nnight a young Woman, genteelly 
drefled in fecond Mourning, was found floating in 
the Creek at Bow. She had feveral Buifes on her 
her Face and Shoulders. 

About a Fortnight ago Galliott, Efq; 
with Mr, Duffkin, a Farmer in Berry-ftreet, Ed 
monton, went toview the Grounds adjacent, when 
a young Bull, who had been formerly play’d with 
about the Farm Yard, being teazed by a Dog who 
accidentally went along with th¢ Gentlemen, run 
it Mr. Duffkin, and toffed him in fuch a Manner, 
that he died laft Saturdav. 

Yefterday fe’nnight a Woman, big with Child, 
who was Pafler ger in a Boat going to Kingfton, 
had a Rape committed on her by three Watermen, 
who were in the Boat ; they ufed her fo ill that the 
Child was killed in her Belly, and fhe died on Sa- 
turday Jaft of the Buifés. And on Monday they 
were all apprehended at a Houfe near Hungerford 
Market. and being carried before a Magiftrate, 
were all committed to the Gatehoufe. 

Letters from Bofton in New England of the 28ch 
of June mention very confiderable Damage done 
by a violent Hurricane the Monday before; the 
Wind and Hail beating down the Corn, breaking 
the Windows of many Houfes, throwing down 
Trees, &c, that the Hail lay till the next Day on 
the Fields, and was in fome Places two Feet deep;

which anfwered the Defcription; the Butcher im- 
mediately .recolieéted that he had that Day feen a 
Dog in the Market belonging to a Barber in Weit- 
minfter, whom its Mafter taught to carry Things 
in that Manner ; he went direétly to the Barber’s, 
and found that the Dog had carried the Bag fafe, and 
he recovered the Money without the Lofs of a 
Shilling.
